No do-overs: We 
know what those 
politicians tweeted

Ever wish you could catch your words and pull 
them back in? 

On social media, usually you can. Unless 
you’re a politician on Twitter. 

The U.S. version of Politwoops— pro- 
nounced poli-twoops— is a website run by the 
nonpartisan Sunlight Foundation, which advo- 
cates transparency in government. It archives 
deleted tweets from official Twitter accounts 
of the president, presidential candidates, gov- 
ernors, senators and representatives, among 
others. Politwoops was developed by the Open 
State Foundation of the Netherlands and tracks 
politicians in 13 countries, including Canada, 
Denmark, the Netherlands, Spain, Germany 
and France. The U.S. site was named one of 
Time magazine’s Best Websites of 2012. 

Often, tweets are deleted within seconds of 
posting, but sometimes after minutes, hours or 
days. 

Sunlight Fabs Director Tom Fee said that 
when Sunlight Foundation software gets the 
signal to delete a tweet from a politician, it does 
the opposite— it flags the tweet and archives it. 

Technically that’s not allowed under Twitter 
guidelines, which state that Twitter-related ser- 
vices should adhere to all deletion requests. But 
the foundation has explained its case to Twitter, 
and the groups have “reached an understand- 
ing,” Fee said. 

“Social media has become a part of the rel- 
evant and useful part of politics,” Fee said. “Our 
politicians interact with their constituents in 
this incredibly direct way” 

Occasionally it’s clear why a tweet was delet- 
ed, as in the case of former U.S. Rep. Anthony 
Weiner of New York, who sent a lewd photo to 
a woman via Twitter last year. 

Also evident is politicians’ fear of tweeting 
something that could be used against them, 
even if it may appear harmless.

“Sometimes you see a deleted tweet, and you 
think, Tt’s a shame they felt they couldn’t share 
that,’ ” Fee said. 

Other tweets are deleted because they are 
potentially controversial, such as when Rep. 
Jeff Miller (R-Fla.) tweeted, “Was [Barack] 
Obama born in the United States?” with a link 
to a poll on the subject. 

Other deleted tweets may have incorrect 
information. One downside to Politwoops is it 
can perpetuate such untruths, said Eni Musta- 
faraj, a professor at Wellesley College in Mas- 
sachusetts who has studied Twitter’s effects on 
politics. 

‘A.S they say, to err is human,” Mustafaraj 
said. “If a tweet is a lie, the problem is not re- 
ally the tweet, but other people spreading it. 
That is, people who are paying attention to 
what a politician is saying will take screen shots, 
will re tweet the message, will write blog posts 
about what the politician said.” 

Problems arise with politicians who “hand 
off the keys to their accounts to staff mem- 
bers,” Fee said. Many politicians allow staff to 
tweet on their behalf 

Fee said Politwoops adheres to a journalistic 
code, choosing to include tweets that reveal the 
inner workings of the political process and are 
useful knowledge for the public. 

“We think this should be as scrutinized as 
with speeches and press releases,” Fee said. “It 
only makes sense that there’s a complete record 
available to everyone.”

It seems that consumers are noticing 
the calorie content in enhanced water and 
are starting to prefer the waters with little 
to no sugar. 

Vitaminwater generated $641 million in 
sales from April 2011 to April 2012— repre- 
sentating about 10 percent of the bottled 
water market share— according to super- 
market, drug store and gas station data 
from SymphonyIRI Group, a market re- 
search group based on the Near West Side. 
Still, these sales were down 8 percent com- 
pared with the previous year. 

Meanwhile, Vitaminwater’s no-calorie 
counterpart, Vitaminwater Zero, saw 
$212 million in sales, a 16.2 percent increase 
from the year before. One of the Zero fla- 
vors, Hardcastle’s beloved XXX, has zero 
calories and i gram of sugar per 20 fluid 
ounces. The full-flavor version has 120 
calories and 32 grams of sugar for the same 
amount.

Both versions of XXX contain the same 
amount of vitamins— mostly B6 and Bii, 
which help metabolism, and C, which is need- 
ed for a healthy immune system. 

But the benefits of Vitaminwater’s vita- 
mins have been called into question. The 
Center for Science in the Public Interest sued 
Coca-Cola— which paid $4.2 billion for the 
Vitaminwater brand in 2007— years ago, say- 
ing the company misled consumers about the 


healthfulness of the brand. Vitaminwater ads 
claimed that the water reduces the risk of dis- 
ease because of its vitamin content. A 2011 re- 
port said the case was headed into mediation. 

Herrington and Harrigan say people don’t 
need to get their vitamins from enhanced wa- 
ters. 

“The vitamins are in such small amounts it 
doesn’t really do any favors,” Herrington said. 
“We get vitamin C in a multitude of products 


these days. Scurvy is not a concern. If it’s a 
concern, pick up a piece of fruit.” 

Herrington said a well-balanced diet of fruits 
and vegetables should fulfill vitamin needs. She 
said people should drink water or unsweetened 
tea, but if they can’t kick the enhanced-water 
habit, look to the no-calorie versions. 

Harrigan recommended enhanced-water 
users should instead choose coconut water, 
the liquid from a young coconut. Sales of co- 


conut water, which boasts potassium benefits, 
reached $400 million last year, according to 
news reports. 

Despite these concerns and alternatives, 
Hardcastle says she’s going to stick with her 
Vitaminwater. 

“There’s something in there that draws me 
back in,” she said.

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FIRST COMES THE TOUCHDOWN, THEN COMES THE CHOPPA CITY DANCE

Midway through the fourth quarter of last week’s 
Bears-Rams game, St. Louis attempted to drive 
for a tying touchdown. But on second-and-io 
from the Rams 39, Bears defensive tackle Ste- 
phen Paea forced quarterback Sam Bradford into 
a hurried throw, cornerback Tim Jennings tipped 
the pass, and safety Major Wright ran the deflec- 
tion back for a touchdown. 

How did Paea get such a good jump on the 
snap? Why was Wright so close to receiver 
Danny Amendola when the ball arrived? RedEye 
goes Inside the Helmet to find out. 

Tell us what was going on as that play unfolded. 
Stephen Paea: I had a good feel for the snap. It 
was the fourth quarter, and I felt like I had the 
advantage to know what they’re doing. Know the 
offense a little bit more, how the quarterback 
snapped the ball, things like that. 

Major Wright: It was man coverage. I had cover- 
age on [the] tight end. Tight end was down, and 
me coming from depth, being at 12 yards coming 
down, I was reading the quarterback. I seen Sam 
Bradford looking one way, and as I was watching 
film the whole week, he’s not a quarterback who 
looks off He won’t look one way and throw back 
the other way. So I was like {drops his voice], “I 
might as well take my shot.” 

When you started approaching, what were you 
thinking? Because when you came flying in, the 
ball hadn’t been tipped yet. 

MW: Right, it hadn’t been tipped. Studying film 
just kind of helped me get a bead on it. Me 
coming down. I’m just trying to put myself in the 
best position to make a play on my tight end. 

He was just running an over route, and I was 
like, “OK, Sam Bradford is looking [toward 
Amendola}. I might as well go this way.” So 
I just went that way, and once I seen that, Tim 
(Jennings] tipped the ball, I was like, “Well, I 



As soon as you caught the ball, you knew It was 
a touchdown. I mean, there was nobody ahead 
of you. 

MW: Yeah, but you always gotta be aware because 
they’ve got speed guys too. I had to end up run- 
ning it in full speed. 


When you’re running down the field and you 
know you’re going to score, what does It feel 
like to be looking at all the fans who are all In 
the end zone? 

MW: It’s a great feeling. It’s a feeling that you 
really can’t describe. It’s joyful. You’re mak- 
ing other people happy, the coaches happy, 
family happy— it’s just joyful. 


Last thing: Tell us about the dance. 

MW: It’s called Choppa City. It’s an Orlando 
dance. You see Chris Johnson do it. Brandon 
Marshall did it a couple times. I got it from 
them. I kind of threw my little thing in with it 
and just did it. Just choppin’ it up, throwin’ it up, 
catch it [snaps his fingers], bring it back down. 
That’s it. It’s just a fun little dance.
